Comparative Value of Dollar. 

Te maximum depreciation today in 
pounds sterling was 4% per cent below 
normal; in frants, 19 per cent below nor- 
mal; in Italian lites, 25 percent.

$4.64; 6.02 francs equaled a dollar, and a 
dgliar purchased 6.48 lires. These were

Buy Up Acid Output. ‘ 

In the correspondence given below the 
plans of Germany to buy 1,212,000 pounds 
of phenol [carbolic acid], manufactured 
by Thomas A. Edisen, are clearly set 
forth. This .correspondence is between 
the American Oil and Supply company of 
Newark and Hugo Schweitzer, a German- 
American chemist at 117 Hudson street 

In it the fact is clearly established that 
the latter was acting for the German gov- 


ernment, and that the supply company 


transferred to it on June 22 last its con- 
tract with the Edison company and on the 
following day gave its receipt to Herr 
Schweitzer for $100,000 to guarantee the 
performance of the contract. 


Finance Shell Plant. 

One of the most important features of | 
the correspondence is that which relates 
to the financing of the Bridgeport Pro- 
jectile company at Bridgeport, Conn., by 
Hugo Schmidt, the western agent of the 
Deuteches bank of Berlin, now assigned 
to assist General Financial Agent Albert 
at New York in the handling of large 
sums of mioney turned over to the latter 
by the imperial German government. The 
memorandum of the contract with the 
projectile company, which has American 
officers who are supposed to control it, 
shows that the contract was approved by 
Dr. Albert, Military Attache von Papen, 
and N. R. Lindheim, a lawyer experienced 
in international affairs. 

The contract was prepared by Carl Hey- 
nen, a New York lawyer, with an exten- 


sive German clientage, but now devoting |.

„Now, the legal adviser of the official 
Spanish war commission, Mr. Louis Hess 
of 42 Broadway, after the commission ad- 
vised him that the contract was now in 
order, and could be drawn up, writes at 
length and raises innumerable insig- 
nificant legally technical objections to the 
form of contract, submitted to him by 
men, and he fills an eight-page letter with 
reforms to the same.

SUBSIDIZED PEACE LECTURES. 

The Chautauqua movement is scarcely gonsid- 
ered by city people. Chicagoans do not know that 
from this city a score or more agencies seut out 
“talent” of all kinds. The announcement that 
the annual Gonvention of the International Lyceum 
association will meet here in September goes by 
unnoticed. But a question of national importance 
is up before this body. 

Last season for the first time subsidized lectur 
ers were introduced into the circuit Chautauquas 
as well as the independent assemblies. The Car- 
negie institute paid for a hundred of these. Man- 
agers were able to offer to the local committees one 
lecture on peace free with other acts at a reason- 
able price. At the end of a season six to ten mil- 


lion persons will have heard these lectures. 


Thus it is encouraging to note that the most 
advertised address of the convention to be held 
here will concern the subject of subsidized peace 
lectures. Frank Dixon, a brother of the “ Birth 
of a Nation” Dixon, will begin the agitation 
against them. The farmers and the residents is 
small towns. have not been wholly complacent 
about Als influence.

If their tears mean anything 
chasing the cure is beset by illusions and 
disappointments, ) 

For several years I have had the priv- 
lege of reading the booklets in which the 
various experiences of the members are 
set forth. Those present are allowed the 
greatest freedom of discussion. In conse- 
quence a multitude of remedies is advo- 
cated. There are ag many remedies for 
hay fever as there are colic cures—which 
means in hay fever as in horse colic that 
no remedy is satisfactory. While the free- 
dom of discussion permits many foolish 
suggestions to be presented K also fur- 
nishes a speedy antidote for any harm 
with which any proposal might be 
charged? |

From their discussion we learn that the 
climate cure helps many, but for many it 
offers hing. No hay fever resort is 
free from hay fever, though some have 
much less than others. Serums made 
from pollens help some, but are useless 
for others. Vaccines from mixed bac- 
teria cure some people, prevent hay fever 
in some, and are useless in others. The 
same criticiam applies to operations on 
the nose. Cotton filters in the nostrils 
help some people, but fail with others. 
That hay fever is due to a condition of 
anaphylaxis similar to that which causes 
hivee is known to acientific men, but no 
one has found a way to make practical 
use of the knowledge.

Amidet all the uncertainty about hey 
fever this fact should be set forth with 
positiveness. NO PERSON IS JUISTI- 
FIED IN USING MORPHINE OR ANY

The American Hay Fever Prevention 
association sends out a bulletin this year 
to hay fever sufferers. But these areonly 
a small part of those who ehould be in- 
terested. The circular advises that dur- 
ing the months of August and September 
all weeds on vacant lots should be cut 
often enough to prevent them from flow- 
ering. Most towns have anti-weed ordi- 
nances. Yet, probably Bethlehem is the 
only town which enforces its ordinance. 
Im some instances it will be best to keep 
the previously neglected area in culti-

Several years ago Walter Lippman, a writer on 
political affairs, offered the suggestion that the 
American people approach the subject of self-gov- 
ernment from an erroneous angle.

This seems to apply with particular force to the 
investigation of the Merriam crime committee by 
the civil service officials. Prof. Merriam was ap- 
pointed to investigate the relations between the 


police and criminals. His report has been printed.

With the advent of a new city administration 
scrutiny was almost immediately directed toward

It it is true that the Merriam committee ‘spent 
money foolishly, if it was gulled in its work by its 


‘own employés, as the civil service charges, the public

Insofar as it is the purpose of the commission to 


reetify errors in the Merriam report, its action can- 


not be challenged. But every citizen who has read 
the proceedings of these officials must feel that the 
intention is not constructive. No one not immedi- 
ately in touch with the problem can form an ade- 
quate opinion one way or another about the police 
department, but what can escape no one is the im- 
pression that the civil service commission is not 
seeking facts, but is out on a man hunt.

bas been the parish clerk of St. George's 
church, Hanover ‘square, in London, 
where he has been helping to marry peo- 
ple at the rate of hetween 300 and 400 
weddings per annum. For Theodore 
Roosevelt was married there to Miss 
Edith Kermit Carow in 1886 and, accord- 
ing to Maisey, “ walked im from Brown's. 
hotel in a bowler hat,” with Sir Cecil 
| Spring-Rice, now ambassador at Wash- 


ington, as his best man, being wedded | 


with a minimum of ceremony.

All told, Maisey * taken part in onan 
12,000 weddings, in spite of which he re- 
mains wholly untouched by cynicism and 
has most interesting stories to tell of his 
difficulties in preventing the various cou- 
ples from getting mixed up with one an- 
other before the altar on days on which 
there have been half à dozen weddings. 
all of them set for the legal period, before 
noon, 

The St. George's church registers, of 
which Maisey has had charge for so many 
years, contain other interesting names 
besides that of Theodore Roosevelt. Thus, 
Lord Nelson’s Egeria, Lady Hamilton, 
was married there, as a London demi- 
mondaine, to Sir Wiliam Hamilton, who 
then represented George III. at the court 
of Naples, and thus developed into a full- 
fledged ambassadress. In 1793 King 
George IV.’s youngest brother, the duke 
of Sussex, was married there to Lady 
Augusta Murray, the union being subse- 
quently declared null and void in accord- 
ance with the terms of the royal marriage 
act. Herbert Asquith, the present prime 
minister, was married there to Miss 
Dodo Tennant, and other statesmen 
present on that occasion who have filled 
the office of prime minister were the late 
William R. Gladstone, Arthur Balfour, 
Perhaps the quietest 
marriage that ever took place there was 
that of George Bilot and J. W. Cross. 

St. George's is neither a very beautiful 
church nor yet one hoary with antiquity. 
Yet for nearly 200 years it has for some 
reason or other been regarded az the fash~ 
fona ble church par excellence for the wed- 


| dings of the great world in London.

of Campofranco, and Duchess Della 
Grazia. 

The duchess’ mother was a Viennese 
actress of the name of Leopoldine Hoff 
mann, whom Archduke Henry married in 
defiance of Emperor Francis Joseph's 
prohibition. For many years he was ex- 
led with his wife and was compelled to 
live abroad. Ultimately, through the In- 
tercession of Empress Elizabeth, the 
archduke was pardoned, the title of Bar- 
oness von Waldeck was bestowed upon 
his ex-actress wife and her little daugh- 
ter by the Emperor, and they were in- 
vited to return to Austria, They arrived 
in Vienna, in which the archduke had not 
set foot for twenty years, and took ue 
thelr residence at the Hotel Sacher, the 
archduke immediately calling upon the 
emperor, who restored to him all his hon- 
ore and dignities.

The interview between the two cousins 
was most affectionate, but it was the last 
that ever took place. For on the follow- 
ing morning Archduke Henry was seized 
with a violent attack of illness, which a 
few hours later also prostrated his wife. 
Their sufferings, caused probably by 
ptomaine poisoning, were very brief and 
on the following day they succumbed 
within an hour of one another, leaving 
their only child, the pretty 17 year old 
Marie, an orphan and alone in the hotel. 

The suddenness of her parents’ death, 
and the loneliness of the young girl, who 
was without any relatives on her mother’s 
side, and whose bereavement was ren- 
dered doubly cruel by the fact that it 


occurred at the very moment when bright- 


er prospects seemed to be opening up for 
the little family after their long years of 
banishment, aroused universal sympathy: 
nowhere more so than among her imperial 
kinsfolk. 

Her father’s brother, Archduke Rainer 
and his wife at once came forward and 
took charge of their morganatic niece 
giving her a home beneath their roof and 
adopting her as their own child, while the 
emperor settled upon her a large sum of 
money, at the same time conferring upon 
her the title of countess of Waldeck in 
her own right ~ 

Two years later she contracted, with 
the consent of the emperor and that of 
her adopted parents, a love match with 
Enrico Lucchesi-Palli, who has since be- 
come, through inheritance from his fa- 
ther, Duke Della Grazia and prince of 
Campofranco. 

He has a strong strain of Bourbon blood 
in his veins, For his father was a son of 
that Princess Caroline of Bourbon- 
Naples who married as her first husband 
the royal French Duo de Berry, asvassi- 
mated by Louvel at the Paris opera in the 
reign of Louis XVIIL, and whoa number 
of years later contracted a second and 
morganatic marriages with her Neapolitan 
chamberlain, Count Hector Lucchesi: 
Pall. Duke Della Grazia, a member of 
the Neapolitan dipiomatte service. 

The Duchesse de Berry's first marriage 
resulted in the birth of that prince who 
was first known as Duc de Bordeaux and 
afterward as Comte de Chambord, and 


who reigned as a child for twenty-four 


hours over France as King Henry V., 
through the abdication of his grand- 
father, Charles X., in his favor in 1830. 
The Duke and Duchesse Della Grazia 
have one daughter, Maria Renata, now 
20 of age, and who has now become 
through the death of her grandaunt, old 
Archduchess Marie Caroline, one of the 
richest helresses in Europe
